This Is not the usual way of appral.'slng the 
rc-^ults or the cmcrjiency ses.slon, called 
to cope with cmorBcncy problems. But of 
course the whole alfalr wa.i n product of 
political matchmaklnR. 

On that basl.-;, then, we'll ro along with such 
an approach and al.'io call It a draw. The ses- 
jilon wa.s foredoomed to be a political scuffle. 
Neither participant could hope to come out of 
, It with his reputation greatly enhanced. And 
certainly the customers didn't got their 
money'.'! worth. 

Yet (here were thlng-s said and done in that 
jipeclal .icsslon that were of some value In 
a backhanded sort of way. They served to 
point lip again the grievous flaws of some 
congre.islonal rules nnd customs, and to re- 
cmphaslze the urgent need for changing 
them. 

One thing, of coiise. was the senate fUlbiw- 
ter on civil rights. There was nothing new 
about this; Just another example of how one 
man or a few men can defeat any senate bill 
by paralyzing the action of both parties. 

Then there were the warm words between 
Republican Senators McCarthy and Tobey 
over the housing bill. Mr. McCarthy said, "I 
have the authority to say that the houao 
leaders will not take public hDU.?lng or alum 
clearance." 

"Who Is the house leadership?" Mr. Tobey 
wanted to know. "Is It Jess Wolcott? Is it 
Ralph Gamble? It It Joe Martin?" Senator 
McCarthy answered that "Wolcott — and I 
think he speaks for the leadership — told me 
they just would not take public housing." 

It Is bad form for congressmen to at- 
tack (or for that matter even mention) 
their colleagues by name In debate. Mr. 
Tobey's breach of etiquette can probably 
be ascribed to his Impatience with the ab- 
normal power that a few congressional lead- 
ers and committee heads enjoy. 

This power, too, amounts to a filibuster. It 
often permita a handful to decide what the 
house or senate "will take," without those 
bodies having anything to say about It. ■ A 
aerlous added complication Is the practice of 
parceling out committee chairmanships 
purely on the basis of seniority. 

Thus we find today that young, progres- 
sive Republican members, who aeem to reflect 
.the aplrit of the times and the people better 
than their seniors, are all but handcuffed by 
atubbom Individualists who show many 
symptoms of hardening of the mental arter- 
ies, yet who are sure that their stand-pat, 
die-hard views arc right and Immune to chal- 
lenge. 

The Democrats had the some trouble In 
new deal days, and It took a lot of pressure 
from a powerful administration to overcome 
It. Unless the rules and customs are changed, 
the next President — whoever he Is— and the 
next congress will have a hard time transl- 
ating any popular demand for progressive 
action Into deeds.

MASS DIAGNOSIS 
The world's great powers are wallowing In 
a mass case of gulIt-lnduced~neurosls, If one 
Is to believe the news from the International 
conference on mental health In London. 

One psychoanaly.-it says the United Stales 
has "an enormous sense of guilt about drop- 
ping the atomic bomb on the Japanese" and 
that Britain has "a terrific amount of guilt 
about American generosity." Another analyst 
saj's Russia has never recovered from a guilty 
feeling over killing the la.-it czar, and that 
Germany still suffers from remorse over 
starting World war I. 

Even those nations that don't feel guilty 
apparently aren't Immune to psychiatric com- 
plications. At least ft Chinese psychiatrist 
told the conference that the influence of 
American civilization 1* making neurotics 
of his countrymen. Western thought seems 
to be making serious Inroads on Chinese cul- 
ture by Introducing such things as social re- 
sponsibility, taxi dancing, planned parent- 
hood, cocktail parties and .-ianltatlon. 

A London mental scientist advanced the 
Ideas, which we gather are sound and ac- 
cepted, that violence Is always connected 
with BuUt, and that guilt and .ear and guilt 
and hate often stimulate each other. At 
least those Ideas seem to be accepted as far 
05 individuals go. But we wonder— at the 
risk of getting In over our head in a strange 
, pond— whether those observations can be 
applied as safely to nations as to individuals. 
To do that would be to assume at the 
beginning that every citizen of a nation was 
oppressed with an individual seme of guilt 
which was unrecognized and unresolved. 

Are the analysts advancing the Important 
and- dovoloplng art of psychiatry by these 
generalities? Why Is It better to say that 
America Is a nation ridden by a guilt neurosis 
than It Is to aay that Germany Is a racially 
superior nation, or that one color of skin Is 
superior to the next, or that one religion is 
morally free to exterminate another? 

There Is a great work that paychoanaly,?l8 
c«i do. But surely.that work must be done 
with Individuals. In the meantime, maw 
dlaffnoslfl doesn't seem to us to be much dlf- 
itxgai gx m\isix tettex tlian maat Jiysteiia.

So, under thla 
particular phase at fascism an 
American can bo forced to whoop It 
up for a Roosevelt, a Truman or a 
Mussolini or banished permanenUy 
from work by some enormous tine.
